Dr. W. A. Wishart is little known 
in this part of the State but in West- 
ern Michigan he is recognized as a 
masterful speaker, a scholar and a 
man of broad mindedness.

He expressed some disappointment 
in not finding the auditorium filled 
and said that the people should be 
enough interested in this school and 
this class to fill every seat in the 
room.

Efforts are being made by the 
Michigan State Farm Bureau to as- 
sist in combating the grasshopper 
pest which is devastating ‘hundreds of 
acres in the northwestern part of the 
state this ear. A carload of 30,000 
pounds of poison has been shipped to 
Benzie county for distribution among 
the farmers there. Other counties 
as needing assistance badly are 
Grand Traverse, Kalkaska, Leelanau, 
Mason, Charlevoix and Wexford. 
These insects breed readily in the 
cut-over lands of that section and are 
especially destructive to seedings and 
young growths. Many farmers who 
have had crops ruined are deserting 
the territory or contemplating doing 
$0, 


A TIP FOR CUSTOMERS. 


Canned goods next winter are go- 
ing to be sky-high in price, and 
scarce, despite abundant crops this 
summer of fruits and vegetables, ac- 
cording to the Michigan State Farm 
Bureau. 2 

Advices receiveg from the fruit and 
vegetable growing sections of the 
state show that labor for picking is 
almost impossible to obtain, and that 
the prospects are that thousands of 


‘dollars in these commodities will be 


lost because of inability of farmers fo 
harvest them. Further reports from 
the canneries show that practically 
all are preparing for greatly curtail- 
ed operations this year. Buying of 
fruit and vegetables by these estab- 
lishments is reported as reluctant, 
This curtailment is due mainly to 
higher sugar prices, shortage of la- 
bor and scarcity of coal. 

Because of these facts, the Farm 
Bureau urges that consumers of 
canned goods place their orders this

He 
received 642 votes. 

As his running mate. the convention 
named Governor Calvin Coolidge, of 
Massachusetts, on the firs: ballot, up- 
setting a plan of a combination of the 
Harding backers to nominate for the 
place Senator Irvine 1, Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin. Coolidge sot 674 voles. 

The collapse of the forces of Gov- 
ernor Frank ©. Lowden and their 
transfer in large part to Senator Hard. 
ing put the Ohio candidate cover, 

General Wood Jost heavily, however, 
when the Harding drift} vegan and 
Senator Johnson, the third of the trio 
of leaders on the early balloting Fri- 
day, also went steadily down bill, 

There was no official total of the 
final ballot. Near the close of the 
ballot there was a wholesale switching 
of votes to the Harding camp, and 


then a motion to make it unanimous. | 


This motion failed because of the op- 
position of the Wisconsin delegation. 

Night Parleys Decided Candidate. 

Entering the convention as a candi- 
date distincily of the “dark horse” 
class, Senator Harding got 
yotes on the first ballot und the sec- 
ond he dropped to 56.

SHIPPERS URGE RATE INCREASE 


Say Railroads Should Have Greater 
Revenue to Meet High Costs. 


Washington.--The National Indus 
trial Traffic League, an. organization 
of shippers, through its chairman R. 
M. Field. of Peoria, 11, has urged the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
act without delay in granting in- 
creased freight rates to railroads. 

“The present transportation system 
ia deplorable in the extreme,” Mr. j 
Field said. “and we are paving indi- 
rectly for a lack of service, more than 
we would be called on to pay in rates 
made sufficiently Jiigh to enable an 
adequate service to be maintained.” 

Mr. Field said a fair and proper, 
earning capacity was necessary {0 en- 
able the roads to meet expenses. es- 
tablish their credit on a basis which 
would make possible the negotiation 
of loans and attract capital iInvest- 
ment. 

“This program shauld be worked out 
us speedity as possible. for it is clear. 
ly apparent that an increase in rates 
fs necessary to bring tbe revenue of 
rujilroads up to the basis prescribed 
ty law, be stated. 


LEVER FOO0 LAW HELD INVALID 


U. S, Court Decides Profiteer Clause | 
Is Too Vague. : 


Philadelphia —That section of the} 
Lever law, commonly known as the 
food control bill, which makes it an 
offense for a merchant to charge “un- 
just or unreasonable prices” was held 
to be unconstitutignal by United 
States District Judge Thompron. 

The ground for invaliding section 4 
of the act, Judge Thompron holds, is 
becausg its description ‘of unjust and 
unreasonable price’ is vague, inde- 
finite and uncertain ,and in violation 
of the sixth smendment to the con- 
stitution guaranteeing any defendant 
the right to full information of the 
nature of the charge against him. 

The section of the Lever act relat- 
ing 10 prices must fall, Judge Thomp- 
Fon decided,. because it does not set 
up a standard upon which a jury can 
determine, while trying a defendant 
accused of profiteering, whether he 
has made an unjust and unreasonable 
Charge for necessaries.

The 
dectaions of the tribunals should be mor- 
ally but not legally binding, and an in- 
formed public sentiment be relted on to 
secure thelr acceptance. The tribunals, 
however, shonhd refuse.to arcepr juris- 
diction except for the purpose of in- 
vestigation. as long as the public service 
be tnterrupred, For public utilities we 
favor the type of tribunal provided for 
in the transportation act .of 1920. 

In private industries we do not afivo-~ 
cate the principle of compulsory arbi- 
tration, but we favor impartial com-~ 
missions and better faciiitles for yolun-~ 
tary mediation, conciliation, and arbt- 
tration, supplemented by that full pub~- 
Nelty which will enlist the influence of 
an aroused public opinion. The govern- 
ment should take the initiative in invit- 
Ing the establishment of tribunals or 
commissions for the purpose of voluntary 
arbitration and of investigation of dis- 
puted issues. 

We demand the exclusion from Iinter- 
state commerce of the products of con- 
vict labor. 

National Economy. 

A Republican congress reduced the 
estimates submitted by the administra- 
tion for the fisral year 1920 almost three 
billlon dollars, and for the fiscal year 1921 
over a‘billion and & quarter dollars. Great- 
er economies could have been effected 
had it not been for the stubborn refusal 
of the administration to co-operate With 
congress in an economy program. The 
universal demand for an executive bud- 
get is a recognition of the incontroverti- 
bie fact that leadership and sincere as- 
sistance on ‘the part of the executive 
department are essential to effective acon- 
omy and conStructive retrenchment. 

The Overman act invested the presl- 
dent of the United States with all the 
authority and power necessary to Te- 
store the federal governinent to a nor- 
mal peace basiy and to reorganize, re- 
trench, and demobilize. The dominant 
fact ia that eighteen months after the 
armistice the United States government 
{43 still on a wartime basis, and the ex- 
penditure program of the executive re- 
fects Wartime extravagance rather than 
rigid peace ume evonomy. 

Failure to Retrench. 
S an exumnple of the failure to re- 
which bas characterized the 
post-war pulicy of the administration, 
we cite the fact that, not including the 
war and navy departments, the execu.

Taxation. : 
The burden of taxation imposed upon 
the Amertitan people {s staggering: 


but In presenting a true statement of 
the situation we must face the fact that 
white the character of the taxes can 
and should be changed, an early reduc- 
tion gf the amount of revenue to be 
tatsed Ia nat to be expected. The next 
Republican administration will Inherit

The tedera) reserve system should be 
free from political influence, which !s 
quite as important as its independence 
of domination by financial combina- 

ons. 


The High Cost of Living. 


The prime cause of the “high cost 
of living’ has been, ‘first and foremost. 
a 60 per cent deprectation in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, due to 
& gross expansion of our currency and 
credit, - Reduced production. burden- 
some taxation, swollen profits, and the 
(ncreased demand for goods arising 
from a fict.ttous ‘but enlarged buying 
power have been contributing causes 
to a greater or less degree. 

We condemn the unsound fiscal poll- 
cies of the Democratic administration 
which have brought these things to 
pass, and their attempte to impute the 
Gensequericea to minor and secondary 
chuses. Much of the injury wrought 
is irreparable. There js no short way 
out and we decline to decelve the peo- 
ple wjth vain promises or quack rem- 


edies, 

But as the political party that 
throughout its history has stood for 
honest money and sound finance, we 
pledge ourselves to earnest and con- 
sistent attack upon the high cost of 
ving by vigorous avoidance of further 
inflation in our government borrowing.

International Trade and Tariff. 


The uncertain and unsettled candi- 
tion of international balances’ the ab- 
narmal economic and trade situation of 
the world, and the impossibilitv of 
forecastine Aerurotely even the near 
future, preclude the formulation of a 


definite pregram to meet conditions a 
venr hence. Rut the Republican party 
reaffirms {ts hefief {n the protective prin- 
tiple and pledges fisrlf to a revision of 
the tariff as soon as conditions shall 
make {t necessary for the preservation 
of the home market for American labor, 
agriculture. and industry.

The immieration policy of the Unilt- 
ed States should be such as to‘ insure 
that the number of foreigners in the 
country @t any one time ahall not ex- 
ceed that which can be assimilated with 
reasonable rapidity. and to favor tmmi- 
Ktants whose standard are similar to 
ours, 

The selective tests that are at present 
appiied should be improved by requiring 
a higher physical standard, a more com- 
plete axciusion of mental defectives and 
erimtidis, and a ‘more ‘@ffctive«insper-+ 
tion applied as near the source of immi- 
gration as possible, as well as the port 
of entry. Justice to the foreigner and 
to ourselves demands provision for the 
guidances, protection and better sconomic 
distribution of our alien population.

The recent passage of the coal, oll, and 
phosphate leasing bili by a Republican 
congress, and the enactment of the water 
power Dill, fashioned in accordance with 
the same principie, are consistent land- 
marks in the development of the conser- 
vation of our national resources. We de- 
nounce the refusal of the president to 
sign the water power bill passed after 
ten years of controversy.

The Service Men. 

We hold in imperishable remembrance 
the valor and the patriotism of the sol- 
diers and sailors:of America who fought 
in the great war for human iiberty, and 
we pledge ourselves to discharge to the 
fullest the obligations which a grateful 
nation justly should fulfill, in apprecta- 
tion of the services rendered by its de- 
fenders on sea and on land. 

Republicans are not ungrateful. 
Throughout their history they have 
shown their gratitude toward tha na- 
tian’s defenders on land and sea.

Postal Service. 

We condemn the present admintstra- 
tloh for its destruction of the efficiency 
of the postal service when controlled by 
the government, ané for its failure to 
properly compensate employees whose 
expert knowledge !8 essential} to the 
proper conduct of the affairs of the pos- 
tal system. We commend the Republican 
congress for the énactment of legislation 
Increasing the pay of postal employees, 
who up to. that time were the poorest 
Paid in the government service. 

Woman Suffrage. ‘ 

We welcome women into ful] participa- 
tlon In the affairs of government and the 
activities of the Republican party. We

Written Protests Decried. 

The policy of wordy, futtle, 

protests against the acts of Mexican 
officials, explained the following day by 
the president himself as being meaning- 
leas and not intended to be considered 
sertously or in force, has but added in 
degree to that contempt, and has earned 
for us the eneers and jeers of Mexican 
bandita, and added insult upon insult 
against our national honor and dignity. 
We should not. recognize any Mexi-

ment among the nations to preserve the 
peace of the world. We believe that 
such an international association must

America for generations past in favor of 
international) Jaw and arbitration and It 
rested the hope 9f the future upon mere 
expedients and fegotiations. . 

The unfortunate insistence of the 
president upon having his own way 
without any change and without any 
regard to the opinions of the majority 
of the senate, which shares with him 
the treaty-making power. and the pres- 
ident’s demand that the treaty should 
be ratified without any modification.

The boys had sought shelter under 
an Elm tre@ wheo the first heavy 
drops of rain started to fall about & 
o'clock, They were standing under 
it when the tree was struck, the 
lightning splintering the huge trunk 
They had gone to Pingree park to 
play a final game with Eastern bigh, 
one of a series of elimination contests 
for the championship. 

As soon as the rain became a dowa- 
pour, the boys sought shelter under a 
elm tree. Several spectators, toe, 
crowded under the tree, but the fact 
that they were on the edge of the 
circle perhaps saved their lives, 

According to Wilmer Lamson, Jr. 
346 Kast Warren avenue, who was 
sitting under the tree, the boys wer 
josbing about the storm when a terrific 
flash of lightning felled the group. 

When Lamson recovered ,the others 
were lying on the ground, They were 
found to be dead at Receiving Hosgi- 
tal. 

All four of the dead boys were pop 
ular at school. Skrzycki was captaim 
of the 1919-1920 basket ball team, and 
a foot ball and base ball player.
